PORTO PLATA, Hayti, May 14.--The torpedo boat Porter, advance courier of Rear Admiral Sampson’s squadron, 
steamed into port at 3:15 p.m. to-day. Old Columbus Fort, at the entrance to the harbor, flew no flag and made no y 
official recognition of her. The torpedo boat cast anchor in the harbor and Lieut. Vincent came ashore in the health 


officer's boat to send dispatches to Washington and to await replies. 
‘The Porter was not hurt in the attack on San Juan, although she went within 1300 yards of the Morro fortifications. 


Lieut. Vincent said that Admiral Sampson had no intention of bombarding the town, but only attacked the fortifications 


in Thursday’s engagement. 


After the battle the fleet lay all night off San Juan, but the forts were silent. 
Admiral Sampson did not complete the destruction of San Juan, because he did not wish to take the slightest risk of 


running short of ammunition in subsequent battle with the main Spanish fleet. 
The real object of his voyage to Porto Rican waters was to find and destroy that fleet. 
The Spanish fortifications, though stronger at some points than expected, could not withstand continuous bombard= 


ment. ; 
The Spaniards proved themselves to be extraordinarily poor marksmen. They could not fire straight. Only two © 
Spanish shells exploded on the United States ships. One fell on the New York, killing one man and wounding four, and | 


- another fell over the protected deck of the Indiana. 
The heat during the battle was simply terrific. One man in the turret of the Amphitrite succumbed to the temperature 


and died. The best shooting in the American fleet was done by the battleship lowa. Every shot appeared to tell. The 


Indiana gunners did not do half so well. 
As the Spanish fleet has not come north from Martinique to Porto Rico, the belief here is that it has gone south to 


intercept the Oregon.

A FRENCH CRUISER FOUND IN A WARM PLACE. 


The French cruiser Admiral Rigault de. Genouilly arrived here this morning from 
Porto Rico. She was in the harbor of San Juan when Admiral Sampson attacked it. 

She chose the best anchorage she could find under the protection of the land in 
the inner. harbor, but, notwithstanding her captain’s efforts to keep out of trouble, 
Sam pson’s: shells fell thick around him. They carried away the upper part of the 
French warship’s smokestack and destroyed her upper yards. Captain Nene, Com- 
-mander of the French cruiser, told the Post-Dispatch correspondent that shells 
passed within three feet of his head as he stood on the poop deck. | 

A considerable part of the town was damaged when the bombardment began. 

French officers say the inhabitants of the town deserted their houses, shop-| 
Keepers fled from their shops, leaving doors open; children were trampled under foot 
in‘the narrow streets in the mad rush of the people to get into the country beyond the, 
range of the American guns. | 

A number of people were killed in the streets, how many it is not known. Capt. 
Nene thinks that hundreds must have been injured by fragments of falling houses, 
but he does not believe that any were killed outright. 

Admiral Sampson did not intend to shell the town, but several of his ships got 
within close range, well under the forts, and when the projectiles missed the battle-| 

ments, they soared like mor tar shots and exploded over the town. 
Capt. Nene did not conceal from the Post-Dispatch correspondent his disapproba-

He tells the Post-Dispatch correspondent that the bombardment left several visi- 
ble breeches in the deep wall of Morro and the San Cristobal batteries. 

The battery at San Geronimo was completely silenced and rendered hors de com- 
bat, the guns being either dismounted or destroyed. The French officer, judging from 
‘the return fire from Morro,thinks three of the big guns there were also knocked out. 

The forts presented a bad target for the fleet, owing to the high elevation above 
the sea, but Capt. Nene says the American gunners’ aim was terribly effective. 

When asked what the general condition of the city was after the bombardment, 
the French officer said they did not land after the battle to find out. The moment the 
bombardment. ceased and Admiral Sampson’s fleet withdrew, the French cruiser 
made haste to get out of the harbor, fearing a repetition of the bombardment. 

It is reported here, but happily the report is not confirmed, that one of the shells 
burst over a school house, killing several children. Officers of the Montgomery tell 
me that they do not credit the report. 

The cannonading was so terrific and the forts at such elevation, the gunners of the 
Montgomery tell me, that it was impossible to see their target; dense volumes of 
smoke obscured everything. The forts seemed to be in the clouds, as seen from 
‘the fleet. 


DARING FEAT ACCOMPLISHED BY CRUISER DETROIT. 


The most daring exploit of the whole battle was accomplished by the little unar- 


mored cruiser ‘“‘Detroit,’’ whose captain sent her, late in the engagement, right up un-" 
der the guns of Morro, so close to the shore that the enemy’s batteries could not hit 
her.

FUNERAL OF AUGUSTUS SOLARI. 


How the Veteran Grcundkeeper Was 
the Father of Baseball 
in St. Louis. 


The passing away this week of Augustus 
Solari, the veteran groundkeeper of the 
St. Louis Club, called up memories of the 
National Game, memories that remind one 
that the pioneers of baseball are fast fad- 
ing from sight and memory. 

In Solaris time three generations of base 
ball patrons have grown up, but time nor 
old age were unable to wipe out his love 
for the best of all games. 

Mr. Solari was but 63 years of age, but he 
was the father of the game in these parts. 

Away back in the sixties, when the Bt. 
Louis Unions and the Empires were playing 
their games, Mr. Solari transformed a corn- 
field into a base ball ground and on it the 
memorable contests of the long ago took 


when St. Louis had her first 
Leagzfe\ club, and when Tommy Miler, 
Mike McGeary, Lip Pike, George Washing- 
ton Bradley, Cuthbert, Bill Hague, Davy 
korce and other old timers cavorted around 
Old Sportsman’s Park; Solari was- the 
groundkeeper out there. 

Many a good tale could he tell in his de- 
clining years of the old-time ball players 
and their doings. His description of the 
battle royal between Andy weonard of the 
Bostons and McGeary of the Browns of 
1876 was a gem in its way. Who better 
than he eould describe the kicks of fielder 
Jack Chapman? When Jack made an error 
Solari and the long grass were blamed for 
it and when the next day the grass was cut 
and Jack erred again the short grass was 
blamed. Who better than Solari could 
tell the story of dead and gone Joe Blong, 
hunting for that billiard table on a Sound 
steamer and of Cuthy licking ae regiment 
Of Boston hoodlums. But those stories will 


be told no more, for the man who knew 
whereof he spoke has gone to a country 
where like in Solari’s life there are long 
fields of blue grass, and sunshine and 
brightness all around. To meet him in that 
new country there are many old friends 
and who knows but that old Bob Ferguson, 
Harry Wright and many another of that 
ancient and goodly company will be there at 
the gate waiting to welcome the old ground- 
keeper home? 

The funeral of Mr. Solari took 
from the family residence on Grand 
nue yesterday to St. TBeresa’s Church, 
thence to Calvary Cemetery. There were 
many old baseball players and followers of 
the game in attendance.

DEMOCRATIC. PRIMARIES. 


Valliant and Marshall Forces in Line 
for To-Morrow’s Fight. 


To-morrow Judge Leroy B. Valliant and 
Judge William €. Marshall, candidates for 
Supreme Judge, will try conclusions for the 
delegates from St. Louis to the Democratic 
State Convention at Springfield, Aug. 10. 

The past- week was an exciting and rath- 
er disastrous one to the Marshall forces. It 
é6aw the complete defeat of their duplicate 
delegation scheme. Two divisions of the 
Circuit Court ruled against them, and incl- 
dentally placed an entirely new interpreta- 
tion upon the primary law. 

When the delegations for the primaries 
“were filed last Friday week it was found 
they were three in number. C€ 
ignated as the regular Valliant delegation, 
another as the regular Marshall delega- 
tion and the third as the independent dele- 
Eation In most instances and the regu- 
lar Democratic delegation in a few in- 
“tances. When the Valliant people looked 
Over these delegations they found to thgir 
astonishment that in 20 wards the Mar- 
shall and independent delegations were 
identical. In four wards they were wholly 
different and in four wards the third or 
independent delegations had not been filed. 

The Valliant people immediately cried 
fraud and after a good deal of talking their 
delegates in the Twenty-eighth Ward went 
into court. They were represented by an 
array of legal talent, ex-Gov. William J. 
Stone, Judge John M. Weod, Judge Thomas 
A. Russell, James C. Jones and William A. 
Alderson. Their petition recited the facts 
given and prayed the court to issue a man- 
datory injunction forbidding the Election 
Commissioners placing the third or dupli- 
cate delegation on the ballot. 

Some curiosity was expressed as to the 
line of attack to be formed by the plaintiffs. 
Ex-Gov. Stone set this at rest and caused 
some surprise by the originality of his argu- 
ment. He took the broad ground the law 
provided that no matter how. many delega- 
tions were filed, only two judges and one 
clerk were to be appointed in each voting 
precinct. He also argued that the names 
on the duplicate delegations being identi- 
cal they were in reality only one delegation. 

Judge Klein, who heard the case, agreed 
with him and issued the injunction. 

This was thought to be a settlement of the 
whole matter, But the Election Commis- 
sioners construed the decision literally as 
applying only to the Twenty-eighth Ward 
and prepared to proceed as originally in- 
tended in the rest of the wards, viz., to 
ee each delegation one judge and one 
cierk, 

Thereupon the Valliant men filed an om- 
nibus petition covering 2 wards, praying 
for an order similar to Judge Klein’s. 

This case was argued before Judge Wood, 
City Counselor Schnurmacher, as in the 
other case, representing the Election Com- 
missioners. Judge Wood agreed with Judge 
Klein in his interpretation of the law, thus 
knocking out the duplicate delegations in 
all wards, and allowing the regular Mar- 
shall and regular Valliant delegations one 
judge each at each polling place. 

This removes all possibility of either side 
crying fraud, so far as the work of the 
judges of election is concerned, and leaves 
it a clean, straight fight on its merits. 

Both sides claim certainty of victory of 
course. Judge Marshall is supported by the 
Democratic organization in the city and 
Judge Valliant by other forces.

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FOREBODINGS OF TROUBLE. 


In the present situation there is nothing improbable in the 
reported prophecy of a member. of the British Government, 
that France and Great Britain would be at war within a 
month. 

Many things point to such an event. The relations between 
England and France have been strained for many months and 
the tie of friendship is likely to be snapped by the next bulletin 
from China or Central Africa. Both powers have been ex- 
tending their ‘“‘spheres of influence” in those parts; the conflict 
of interests is getting beyond the range of diplomacy. 

Aside from any feeling of kinship, this fact alone may ac- 
count for the earnest expressions of friendship for the United 
States among English statesmen. Mr. Chamberlain went to 
the verge of diplomatic caution in his remarkable speech last 
Friday in which he clearly foreshadowed an Anglo-American 
understanding, if not an alliance. At the same time the osten- 
tatious friendship of France for Spain in the present war leads 
up from the other side to the same theory.

working desperately at Porto Rico to strengthen the defenses of the island. 

For 200 years San Juan has been a fortified town. The walls, though massive, 
are shaky; the cannon are almost without exception of old type. 

The soldiers are ill-paid and ill-fed. 

Martial law was proclaimed in San Juan some time ago. 
ties have been sedulously at work preparing for an attack. 

Everybody who could shoulder a gun has been pressed into military service, and 
Mauser rifles have been put in their hands. 

_ Arecibo Bay, on the west coast, has also been planted. with torpedoes from the 
Signal Station, on the right of the bay, to a point about a mile west of it. Mayaguez, 
Ponce and several other towns have been protected by earthworks. 

Ten thousand tons of coal are stored at San Juan, and the garrison of 000 regulars 
received ‘IX months’ rations April 10. The warehouses, too, are said fo be full of 
provisions, and the Spanish authorities declare that they can withstand a two months’ 
siege. 

A coast system ‘of hellograph stations is being put in place. 

Forts of the Cuban trocha style, mere blockhouses, have been placed along the 
ridge that extends across the island. The principal ones are, figét, midway between 
Aibonite and Cayry; second, between Cayry and Caguas, and thisl, between Comercio 
and Bayamon. There may be another at Luguillo. 

To man these new defenses two battalions of troops arriyéd from Spain April 15, 
together, with large shipments of arms, ammunition and mines. 

The lookout tower at San Juan has been completed and@ searchlights have been 
placed at several commanding points. wilt 

Before the present war scared the natives and Spantatds into frantic efforts to de- 
fend it, Porto Rico had almost no real system of proteetion from outside attacks. 

Spain’s constant fear seems to have been ineurreetions. She merely quartered a 
few thousand men and officers on the island and saw to it that the natives should not 
get hold of any arms or ammunition. 

The regular military force of the island is under he command of the Captain- 
General and the immediate second in command. It s composed of one battalion of 
artillery, stationed at the capital, with a section of mountain artillery, well equipped; 
four battalions of infantry and an escort of cavalry for the Captain-General; a san- 
itary brigade: a battalion of the Civil Guard, with three companies of infantry and 
two squadrons of cavalry—about 4500 men In all. 

The corps of police numbers about 400, 

There are about 14 battalions of volunteers—6000 men—who clothe and arm them- 
selves and have been using 43-caliber Remingtons. The regulars yse both Reming- 
tons and Mausers. The artillery have Whitworth pieces. 

The first ‘military center’’ is the etat major of the Captain-General. The artillery 
and engineers are commanded by colonels of their respective corps, This Mttle army is 
recruited in Spain, with the-exception of the volunteers. 

The fleet that patrols Porto Rican waters consist of four old gunboats and one sec- 
ond-class cruiser. Three of the gunboats—the Indio, Criollo and the ‘(Ponce de Leon— 
are very slow and are not formidable. The cruiser Isabel II. is in fair condition and 
can steam about twelve knots an hour. 

It is believed,that in all 40,009 soldiers have been sent to Porto Rico from Spain. 
Two-thirds of them died of fevec or from machete wounds delivered by the rebellious 
natives in the last ten years 
The big modern crufisers Vizcaya and the Limirante Oquendo coaled and provisioned 
at Porto Rico recently, but they did not remain in San Juan's fine harbor long. 


} HE HISTORY OF PORTO RICO. . 

Porto Rico was discovered by Christopher Columbus in November, 1493. 
The island “Was the “Boringuen” of the aborigines. 
At the time of its discovery it is estimated that there were 600,000 native inhab- 
itants on the isi@n@. 
* The first invasion by Spain was in 1510. 

In that year Ponce de Leon, led an army of invasion from Hayti and founded the 
town of Caparra. 

Caparra was soon afterward abandoned and is now the city: of Puerto Viejo. 

In 1511, with fore success, Ronce de Leon founded the city of San Juan Bantista, 
the present capital. 
By the end 0#1518 Ponce de Leon had subdued and practically exterminated the 
native populatiogg 

In 159 San Jan was sacked by Drake. 

Three years iter, 1598, the Duke of Cumberland attacked the capital and laid it 
waste after three days’ fighting. f 

In 1615, Baldwin Heinrich attacked the Castello del Mono, but failed to take it, 
and lost his life in the engagement. 
In 1678 the English made an equally unsuccessful attempt 
protecting the eapital. 
Abercromby, in 1797, was compelled to retire after a three days’ siege, 
The first movement toward a declaration of independence on the part of the Porto 
Ricans was made In 1820, 
The first struggle was stubborn, but Spanish supremacy was completely re-estab- 
lished by 1823. 
On account of its small size—about 40 by 100 miles—the island affords little room for

NEW YORK, May 14.—It would be a great 
comfort to the wives and mothers of the 
sailors of the Atlantic squadron if they 
could hear Mrs. Sampson talk about her 
husband, the Admiral, and of his considera- 
tion for every member of the fleet, from the 
officers to the humblest blue-jacket. 

“Capt. Sampson," as she invariably calls 
her husband, “‘is the most considerate man 
for those about him; he ts always looking 
out for the young ensigns, and wants to be 
certain that they have had enough reat, and 
are not overworked.

Mrs. Sampson then went on to say that 
she had received a telegram from her hus- 
band last Tuesday, telling her of the with- 
drawal of the Spanish fleet. 

“IT slept that night for the first time in 
weeks,”” says Mrs. Sampson. “I knew it 
must have been a great disappointment to 
the other officers, and for their sakes I was 
a little bit sorry; but nevertheless it was the 
first time I slept. I have been fighting that 
battle over and over again night after night, 
ever since the fleet was first ordered away. 

“It is curious, the way I have premoni- 
tions. Some time ago, I sent a telegram to 
Capt. Sampson: ‘Signal success to the fleet. 
It arrived simultaneously with the order 
from Washington, ordering the fleet from 
Key West. They took it as a good omen. 
“Tl was never more surprised in my life 
when I got a letter from Capt. Sampson, a 
few days later, telling me that my message 
had arrived simultaneously with their sail- 
ing orders. He asked me where I had learned 
to time and word my telegrams to suit war 
orders.”’ 

The reporter told Mrs. Sampson that the 
Post-Dispatch would be glad to send her 
news from the squadron as soon as it was 
received by cable.

The young Heutenant accepted the situa- 
tion with dignity: He thought that the 
Americans were going to treat him as he 
had seen prisoners of war treated. The 
dinner and the choice cigars were merely 
the preface of war amenities, and while 
the young fellow had the P Abo to treat 
the situation with absolute dignity, it was 
evident that he was indulging in consider- 
able speculation in regard to his fate. 

“After dinner the young Spaniard began 
to tell] them of himeelf until they had his 
story, bit by bit.

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FORTRESS MONROE, May 14.—Great things may be expected of Commodore Schley’s 
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fleet if fortune allows the “flying squadron’’ to take a real fighting part in the war. It 
has never been stated in print that Commodore Schley is the most democratic man ly 
the navy of the United States. And democratic is the Commodore in the real sense of 
the term. 

It is a fact that in both the army and navy the lines of caste are drawn as severely 
as they are among the people of India. It is seldom that a first lieutenant, for instance, 
will be seen in the social company of a major, while the captain of a cruiser never has 
a word to say to his engineer or marine except on matters of strict business. 

With Commodore Schley not one of even the lowest men on his ship suffers an 
injury without his Knowing about it. No man, be he ever 80 humble, is debarred 
from addressing the chief officer on any matter he chooses, let it be of official busle 
ness or private concern, The Cpmmodore keeps himself posted as _to the birthdays 
of his most obscure and makes it hfs pleasure to shake his hand and wish him 
congratulations with just as much interest as if the marine were the captain of the 
vessel. 

This has the effect of making Comméddore Schley the most beloved of all naval 
officers, whose men would lay down their lives for his glory It also has another 
decided beneficial effect, for every man does his duty with an earnestness that re- 
quires no task-<naster. The men fee! their labors are appreciated, so that when 
the Commodore makes the round of his ships—which he does personally at frequent 
intervals—there is never a gun, a rifle or a bucket missing from the spot it should 
fill. 

THE MARYLAND STOCK HE COMES FROM. 


Commodore Winfield Scott Schley, commander of the Flying Squadron, comes of 
good stock. His forbears left the Rhenish Palatinate, the “Rheinpfiaz" of song and 
story, to come to this country early in the last century. 

The Palatinate has furnished to American history many of its brightest names. 
Its people took a prominent part in settling the Mohawk Valley, where the town of 
Palatine Bridge is still a reminder of them. Gen. Herkimer, the hero of Oriskany in 
the revolutionary war, was of Palatinate stock. Later’the same stock helped to found 
Marietta, O., after which a gunboat in the navy is named. 

Thomas Schley, the founder of the Schleys of Western Maryland, Y. £&. A, came 
‘from the Palatinate away back in 1712. He settled upon Maryland fs the place te 
begin operations. This was in 17%, when he was 33 years of age. He made his per- 
manent home at Frederick City. Indeed, his was the very first house bullt there, ang 
the Schleys are a part and parcel of the very foundation of historic Frederick City. 

In 17 Thomas Schley died. He left to his son, Judge Jacob Schiey. @ noble het» 
itage, for Thomas Schiey was respected for his extensive learning. admired for hie 
polished patriotism and pride in his adopted home. He was successful and jeft a come 
fortable fortune. 

This son. George Jacob, had a son who was christened John, berides two other 
sons who served under Scott in 1812. John Schley was the grandfather of the present 
Commodore Schley, whose father’s name was John F. Schiey, and who was himeeif 
named after the old commander under whom his granduncles saw service, 
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The most serious attempt at revolution was in 1868. 

An uprising ‘oecurred in Lares in 1869, but was over in a day. 

Several sympathetic attempts to throw off the yoke of Spanish oppression have been 
made since the beginning of the Cuban struggle, notably one in April, 1897, when in- 
surgents fired the town of Yauco and operated near Adjuntas.

DEATH ON THE TRAIL

FRANK KIRCHNER SUCCUMBS TO 
BRAIN FEVER WHILE G0O- 
ING FOR GOLD. 


CONE OF THE MISSOURI PARTY. 


Started From Boone County, Mo., and 
Has Parents Living at 
Chandlersville, Ill. 


——— 


Ek. L. Carter of Kirkwood has just re- 


ceived another letter from his brother, 


William kb. Carter, who is on the way to 
the Kiondike with the Missouri party which 
left from: Mexico, Mo., seVeral months ago. 

It brings news of the death of Frank 
Kirchner of Boone County, Mo., and the 
shipment of his body home. The letter 
reads: 

“DYEA, Alaska, April 13, 1898.—Dear 
Brother: I guess when you see this page 
you will wonder what I am doing back in 
Dyea. As John Thompson would say it 
looks like proceeding backwards, but I 
came here last night to bring the body of 
Frank Kirchner, one of the Purcell party, 
who died of brain fever. He was from 
Boone County, Mo., a man without family, 
but with a father and mother living at 
Chandlersville, lll. -It was the duty of 
some one in our party to see that his re- 
mains were taken care of, as word had 
been sent us from Sheep Camp, where we 
had left him in the hospital, paying $7.60 
per day for his keeping, to take care of his 
body, so that his people could ge his re- 
mains if they so desired. 

‘I and party were then at Lake Linder- 
man, about 15 miles from Sheep Camp. I 
came over from the lake, starting at l 
o'clock and reaching Sheep Camp before 
dark, and the next day had his body em- 
balmed and brought over to Dyea. Afler 
getting here I find that I cannot give him 
anything like a decent burial for little less 
than it would cost to ship his remains to 
some of his kindred in Seattle. Besides, ha 
has a life insurance policy for $3000, and if 
we send the body back it will be easier for 
his beneficiaries to make proof of death. 

I had a terrible trip back, as it was 
storming all the way over. Most of the 
Way up steep grade, and part of it so steep 
that I had to put on my ice-creepers to 
get up at all. About fpur miles from Sheep 
Camp I got a lumbeF wagon and driver, 
the driver facing the storm. 1 riding on 
the box with my back to the storm did not 
feel it quite as much as the driver, for 
whom I feit all the while. 

‘In passing the point where we had duy 
out a few weeks ago the 58 bodies of the 
poor fellows and two women who were 
caught in the snowslide, I thought about 
that little drama, ‘Ion,’ and wondered to 
myself whetner the parting words of meet- 
ing again would ever be realized, as ex- 
pressed by that devoted Greek to his be- 
loved Clemantha. 

“After reaching this side I procured a big 
lumber wagon, and had about nine miles to 
come down the Dyea River over the 
boulders, in water and out of water, cross- 
ing and recrossing the stream almost every 
quarter of a mile, it seemed to me. Here 
we had two corpses in the wagon. The 
driver knowing the trail would not suffer 
me to drive. I was almost frozen when we 
got here last night, and the poor driver 
must have been worse, as he had to face 
the storm; neither of us could have lived 
if not protected by our furs. I feel no bad 
effects from my ride this morning, and 
after breakfast I went to the Postoffice, 
where I had to stand in line for over an 
hour before I could even ask for my mail, 
and imagine my delight when my time came 
and the Postmaster handed out my letters. 
I found among them the pictures of my 
dear little girls at home. This in itself was 
sufficient to compensate me for all the 
physical suffering that I had endured, for 
it is no telling when. I would have heard 
from them if I had not come back over this 
pass. The pictures were sadly abused in 
trunsportation, but the faces were yet per- 
fect and to me for the time worth more 
than the gold of Alaska. 

“When I left Lake Linderman I had not 
yet taken all my goods over the summit, 
but if the weather is good the party will 
see that they are put over while I am 
away on this errand. I'll be here to-day 
and probably to-morrow, before I can per- 
fect all arrangements for shipping the 
bodies. 

“T have a niece outfit, and I’ve kept it 
nicely. I have moved it all by myself, 
paying nothing, as many others have done. 
for transportation. I’ve kep@® it well cov- 
ered in bad weather. I have, including 
provisions, clothing, mining outfit. bedding, 
hardware, etc., something near 1500 pounds, 
So you see, it takes lots of pulling for one 
man to move that amount ona sled and 
pull it himself up grades the like of which 
you never saw in the States. We make 
a camp ahead and then take only such 
ss of our supplies as we. can draw. then 
eave parties in charge, alternating be- 
tween watchers until we have got all the 
packs together again. From the summit 
to Lake Linderman we have a 10-mile pull, 
as there is no wood, and we can make but 
one load per day, so it will take us some 
Gays to move all our supplies from the 
summit down to the lake. but it’s down 
hill all the way and we can take big loads. 
I think I will be able to take 500 pounds at 
a trip. [ stand the cold first-class. We 
Stayed at Sheep Camp longer than we ex- 
pected, owing to the snow slides and the 
assistance we rendered to those who were 
buried under the snow, as well as terrible 
weather while there, as it was too dan- 
gerous to undertake to make this trip over 
a Sg at that time.

These changes indicate somewhat 
easier conditions, for which, apparently, the 
Spanish are indebted to their friends across 
the Pyrennees, as they are for other help 
and comfort at this time. At least it was 
reported this week that French capital is 
to provide for the payment of the July 
coupon upon the Spanish bonds, though this 
step is probably largely a measure of seit 
protection. The position of the Bank of 
Spain continues to be closely watched, 

Since the inception of hostilities there 
have been fewer dispatches received here 
in regard to the financial panic in Spain, 
but private advices report it still in prog- 
The bank has largely increased its 
note issue and is rapidly losing its silver 
as its notes are returned for redemption. 
The bank is said, too, to be exchanging its 
stock of gold into silver, which it is having 
coined and paid out in the redemption of 
its notes. At the current gold premium the 
operation involves a pretty profit to the 
bank, but it is not pleasant to see the Unit- 
ed Stutes Senate even indirectly endeavor- 
ing to follow in the steps of a moribund 
financial community.

CROP REPORTS AND SHIPMENTS 
HAD NO INFLUENCE IN FIX- 
ING WHEAT PRICES. e 


GOVERNMENT REPORT BEARISH. 


Believed That the Top Notch Has Been 
Reached and Things Will Set- 
tle Down to Normal. 


The speculative grain market during the 
past week are said by old traders to have 
been the wildest ever known, and little or 
no attention was paid to legitimate condi- 
tions. Aside from the unusually active for- 
eign demand, the factors which usually 
determine prices, such as crop news, pri- 
mary receipts and the world’s shipments, 
were completely ignored. Fluctuations were 
SO wide that trading was limited and a 
very apprehensive feeling prevailed ong 
the commission houses owing to thé im- 


possibility of limiting losses as prices ad- 
vanced or declined from 1 to 2 cents ata 


jump. 

Tuesday, however, the acme of high 
prices was reached, and the records for 
the past 15 years were all broken, when 
July wheat in the local pit sold up to 
aig May wheat to $1.40, and cash wheat 
to $1.39. 

The extreme nara of offerings made 
it very difficult to fill buying orders, and 
there appeared to be no one willing to 
Sell. 

The same wild speculative fever prevailed 
in all of the leading markets of the world, 
and the demand for a while seemed to be 
unlimited, but all at once, without any ap- 
parent cause, the eentiment suddenly 
changed and there was a heavy slump in 
prices. European markets, which had ad- 
vanced much more rapidly than usual, 
suddenly began to decline, and foreigners 
made a rush to resell their recent pur- 
chases. Traders who had been feeling for 
the top began to sell and there was some 
free realizing in all of the leading markets 
of the world, and a heavy decline in val- 
ues, There was a sudden cessation of the 
phenomenal foreign demand, and Liverpool 
prices dropped below an export basis. 

The decline was as rapid and sensational 
as the advance had been, and traders were 
astonished. Speculatively speaking, there 
was very little short interest. as the mar- 
ket had been so wild as to discourage any 
short selling, and the sales were almost 
altogether long wheat. The buyers were 
principally scalpers, who were looking for 
a reaction, and expected to unload again 
on the turn, but were disappointed at the 
heavy slump. 

The prevailing sentiment seemed to be 
that the top had been reached and that 
pereee were about to seek their proper level 
at last, 

The Government report for May was re- 
garded as very bearish, as the figures in- 
dicated that_in spite of the short crop ex- 
pected in California the winter wheat 
yield promises to be one of the largest 
on record. 

Legitimate conditions once more began.to 
have an effect, and more attention was paid 
to the heavy receipts, both here and in the 
Northwest.

The flour market has also had a better 
tone and the advance in prices was almost 
as sensational aes that of wheat. The 
foreign demand has been unusually active 
and there is a better Southern’ inquiry. 
Local buyers have been soméwhat more 
anxious, and supplies are becoming scarce. 

The output of flour from the mills of 
St. Louis and vicinity for the past week 
wus 37,50 barrels as compared with 40,400 
barrels for the previous week and 34,300 
burrels for the corresponding week last 
year.

The heavy advance in the price of bread 
throughout the world was eagerly seized 
upon by anarchists in Europe as a pretext 
for fresh demonstrations, and even in this 
country, although overlooked in the excite- 
ment incident to the war, the discontent 
was assuming serious proportions. There 
were bread riots in France, Italy and Spain 
and grave threats in England and the sing- 
ling out of some of the wealthiest of their 
oppressors by the mobs for personal ven- 
geance Was a warning to the manipulators 
at Chicago, New York and Liverpool that 
the lives of the people could not be haz- 
arded with impunity at the whim of a few 
millionaire gamblers.

reldorf on the Rhine. Subsequently he en- 
tered the Cologne Conservatory, and studied 
the classics under the direction of Ferdi- 
nand von Hille. After completing his 
studies in Cologne and finishing his course 
in the conservatory there, he made a con- 
cert tour and visited all the countries and 
capitals of Europe Shortly after the com- 
pany with which he was connected sailed 
for America, intending to continue the trip 
onward to Australia, but this. contract was 
rescinded and the company’ “disbanded at 
Cincinnati in 1883.

Paul Universajlist Church choir. This as- 
sociation continued four years. She has 
sung with the most prominent orchestras 
in the United States and is now a member 
of the original Sherwood Quartette. About 
June 1 she wiil appear in Paris and will 
also make her debut in London, 

Miss Anna V. Metealf was formerly of 
Los Angeles, Cal. She has just returned 
from an extended sojourn in Europe, where 
she studied under the best masters, includ- 
ing Vanini, Henschel, Shakspeare and 
Randegger, the famous teacher of oratorio, 
She has a large repertory of French, Ger- 
man and Italian dramatic artlas, oratorios 
and English ballads and has appeared in 
both Italy and England,

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[HENRY WARD BEECHER'S GLOWING TRIBUTE 


TO THE STRUGGLING CUBANS MANY YEARS AGO, 


HEN the appalling news of the 
W Virginius outrage was flashed 
through the land, when American 
citizens were shot down in cold blood with- 
out a trial in Cuba, Henry Ward Beecher, 
at the height of his power as pastor of 
Plymouth Church, spoke vigorously on the 
incident and upon Cuba's right to free- 
dom. It was Nev. 16, 1873, that he said in 
the pulpit: 

‘This monstrous crime indicates what the 
condition of things ia in that Island, and 
shows against what elements the Cubans 
are in revolt. These men, banded togeth- 
er in suffering and heroic purpose, no mat- 
ter what faults and misfortunes they may 
need liberty; they need relief; they 
A handful, are they? Not 
the more, then, 


have, 
need sympathy. 
significant, are they? All 
they need us. 

“When Washington lay In camp in winter 
at Valley Forge with his starved and ragged 
tatterdemalions, whose short marches might 
have been tracked by the blood of his sol- 
‘diers’ feet—was he not then more glorious 
than when he had accomplished victory anid 
had sheathed his sword? It was in his hour 
of darkness and weakness that he found the 
hour of heroism. Tell me not that they 
aré poor, and that they are few, and that 
they have only struggled in vain They de. 
serve liberty and the help of every hon at 
heart on the globe to achieve &. 

“America is an example, and ought to be. 
She ought to give jaws, not arbitrarily, but 
by a noble example, through the willing pub- 
lic sentiment of the globe. 

“Snain has been the victor and the vic- 
tim of ages. It has been @ land full of 
noble natures and ignominious actions—«a 
land full of noble impulses and debasing 
passions. Here it was that the sun stood 
still, not aa when Joshua would slay the 
heathen, but until the people were prepared 
to be plunged Into a night seemingly with- 
out a sunrise. That great nation is now 
feeling the call of God. The touch of his 
providence is calling ber to srise, and as 


Lazarus, who heard the call of his master, 
came forth Im his cerements, with a nap- 
kin about his head, and staggered and 
stumbled, he knew not why nor where, un- 
til the master said, ‘Loose him, unbind 
him,’ so Spain, bound about with the old 
andages of oppression, staggers in her 
path, and cannot walk etraightly yet. 

“Now, if we can feach the ends of justice 
through the better men of Spain: If we can 
punish the monstera bred in Cuba, and 
vindicate the gsanctlhty of justice and hu- 
manity y such a way a8 Shall make repub- 
lican go¥ernment honorable and strengthen 
the hands of the true patriots of old Spain, 
then in the name of liberty let us so infitct

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BROKEN LEGS ARE NO LONGER DREADED 
BY THE NATIONAL GUARD OF ILLINOIS 


R. GEORGE N. KREIDER, Assistant 
Surgeon-General of the Illinois Na- 
tional Guard, is working wonders 

with the wounded men itn Camp Tanner, 
just outside of Springfield. He has placed 
men with broken legs on their feet and had 
them walking inside of four days after the 
fracture waé sustained. Sprained ankles are 
remedied in short order. Breaks and twists 
of al! descriptions are repaired with amaz- 
ing rapidity. 

It is all done by a system of bandaging 
that {is admirable for its simplicity. It is 
called the ambulent system. It is the In- 
‘Vention of an Eastern physician. Dr. V. P. 
“‘wioney. Dr. Kreider was the first to use 
it In the West. 

It will go far toward revotutionizing pres- 
ent methods of treating wounded soldiers 
on the battlefield, 

It has excited the admiration of all who 
have seen the resulta accomplished. The 
Jaymen might regard them with suspicion, 
Were the reports not substantiated beyond 
peradventure 


As soon as rumors of war became thick 
Dr. Kreider commenced to perfect himself 
in the knowledge of the new system. When 
war finally broke out he was prepared to 
astonish every physician connected with the 
hospital corps of the National Guard, and 
this he certainly has done. 

George Harvey, a laborer, was the first 
man to reap the benefits of this new treat- 
ment, Ge 

Shortly before the Illinois troops were 
mobilized at Springfield he fell from the roof 
of a house and broke one of ‘his legs. 

Dr, Kreider was in the city and heard of 
the man’s misfortune. It was his first op- 
portunity to experiment. He took the case 
In charge and wound a four-ply bandage 
around the leg after the manner he had 
learned. 

Two days later Harvey was walking 
around the streets with a leg almost as 
food as new. 

The doctor's fellow officers on the brigade 
@iaff saw the result and heard of the new 
eystem with wonder. They were eager to 
learn and witness the details of such an 
operation, and Dr. Kreider gave a private 
demonstration for their benefit at the Leland 
Hotel. 

The arrival of Company L from Chicago 
gave the doctor his first official opportunity 
to show what he could do with a broken leg. 
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Private Thomas Dempsey had sustained 
a fracture of the tibla en route. It was a 
painful break, and the prospect of lying 
in the hospital for several weeks was im- 
minent, 

He was turned over to Dr. Kreider as 
e00n as the train reached Springfield. 

He directed the operation of binding the 
broken leg, which was done by Maj. Thomas 
J. Sullivan, surgeon of the 7th Regiment, 
and his assistant, Capt. G. W. Mahoney. 

Within four hours Dempsey was on his 
feet. Ever since he has been a walking ad- 
vertisement of the skill of the surgical staff 
of Camp Tanner. 

As it fs not strictly necessary he is not 
required to drill or do camp duty, but if 
the demand were to be made he would be 
able to comply with it. 

He walks without even limping. Pain 
exists, but !t is slight. Many a man has 
suffered from a sprained finger. He is hard- 
ly aware of the fact, when he !{s not think- 
ing about it, that one of the best bones in 
his body is broken squarely in two, Ina 
short time it will be as good as ever. 

Capt. Charles A. Parrish, commanding of- 
ficer of Company F, 5th Regiment, of Tay- 
lorville, was the first soldier to be treated 
for a sprained ankle. 

He made a misstep, with painful results. 
Dr. Kreider took him in hand, and in a 
short time his ankle was almost as good 
as the best. 

Several other men in camp have been 
treated for sprains in a similar manner, and 
the results have been uniformly surprising 
and satisfactory. 

None of them are required to do camp 
duty, but Capt. Parrish is able to drill his 
men, If the regiments should be ordered 
out at once there is not a man who would 
not be able to put up a good fight, what- 
ever be the condition of his bones. 


In fact, the sentiment now prevails that 
the Ilinots soldier who yearns to die for 
the glory of his country will have to do 
so before the surgeons get hold of him. 

For many years it has been asserted that 
@ sprain was as bad as a break. Now 
that is all changed, 

The hospital no longer looms up before 
the man who becomes the victim of an 
accident. Medica) skill is ableto save him 
from ‘weeks of suffering and give him a 
chance to win glory on the battlefield, in- 
stead of lying in a whitewashed ward 
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among the dead and dying, while his com- 
rades are wading to the eyes in gore and 
gathering laurels to adorn their brows. 

Modern surgery, with its antiseptics and 
its new methods, is going to cheat many a 
yawning grave of the prey tottering on its 
brink. 

Such trifies as broken bones and sprained 
joints will scarcely be considered. 

Men will walk about on broken legs and 
strike blows at tyranny and oppression 
with broken arms. 

History may record a thousand broken- 
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legged Americans putting to filght 10,000 
whole-limbed Spaniards, 

Such great interest has been aroused in 
this new system of bone surgery that Dr. 
Kreider has prepared and submitted to the 
brigade staff the following description of 
the new method: 


“In this war there will be some great im- 
provements in the surgical service as a re- 
sult of new discoveries in our science and 
the elaboration of antiseptic surgery. 

“One of the most fortunate improvements 
will be our ability to treat nearly every 


sprain and fracture of the lower extremity 
without confinement to the bed. 

“Formerly persons with injuries of this 
sort were confined to bed for six or eight 
weeks. Now, I usually allow them to go 
about at once, or after only a few days’ 
confinement to bed. 

“I will first mention sprain of the ankle. 
The old saying, ‘a sprain is as bad as a 
break,’ was formerly only too true, as the 
patient was kept in bed for a number of 
days or weeks, and suffered great pain. 

“When he was allowed to get up, with a 
plaster cast or rubber bandage on the ankle, 
walking was very painful or very difficult 
for many weeks. 

“By the method devised by Dr. V. P. Gib- 
ney of New York, the ankle is so supported 
that the injured member can be used at 
once, and the motion made in walking 
serves as a gentle massage to assist in the 
absorption of the effused blood. 

“The method of treatment is as follows: 
About twenty long, narrow strips of ad- 
hesive plaster are made ready and held by 
an assistant, or hung on a chair by the side 
of the bed. The first strip encircles the heel 
and passes to the base of the great and lit- 
tle toes. The second strip goes under the 
heel, as far-back as possible, and passes up 
on the outer and inner side of the leg. The 
third strip follows and overlaps the second, 

“Thus the strips are alternated until the 
entire joint is inclosed in a sort of basket 
weaving. Over this is placed a snug roller 
bandage. 

“The plaster and the bandage support 
the ankle as firmly as if it were held ina 
vise, and yet so gently that the patient 
can usually at once go about with but lit- 
tle assistance and, when confidence is 
gained, without a cane. 

“T have treated in this manner success- 
fully persons over 70 years of age and I

event of war. 

“It is made of light steel straps and ban- 
dages. It is made in three sizes and @x= 
tends from the foot to the body. If the 
ambulance were equipped with a set of 
these, a soldier could .have, In a few mine 
utes after suffering a break of the thigh 
bone, a dressing applied which would ef- 
able him to travel to the hospital in come- 
fort and without danger. 

“There it could be more accurately ad- — 
justed and in a few days he could be sent 
to the rear, or to his home, to enjoy the 
rest which he has so justly earned, whil? 
he secures time to complete the cure of the oe 
broken bone, 

“Thus, I believe, war will be made less 
horrible in the future than it has been 
the past because the surgical 
will be able to alleviate much of the sut~ 
fering which was formerly unavoidable.” |

Were it possible to eliminate 
the unbecoming features, the book 
might serve a purpose as a study of

“No engineer ever gets to be an engineer 
unless he was cut out for it in the begin- 
ning. 

“You see the these fellows around here 
whose business it is to jerk trains over the 
country? You notice that the majority of 
them are middle-aged? And the younger ones 
haven't been handling the throttle long? I 
will tell you why. 

“A boy of 17 or 18 begins as an engine-wiper 
and helper about a roundhouse, He sticks to 
that sometimes several years, sometimes 
only a few months. If he is bright and will- 
ing while he is grubbing about, cleaning and 
helping’ to repair eugines, he will learn a 
lot ab ut them. He has a chance to show 
what'a in him, Some day a fireman is 
wanted and the boy takes a step upward. 
His hard work begins tien. 

“He may fall in with an engineer who 
will save him as much as possibile, or with 
one who will make his work doubly hard 
by the way he handles his engine, but with 
either one he has his hands full to keep 
‘gteam up. 

“There's a lot of science in firing, too. It 
requires a good head as well as a strong 
arm. 

“Some men fire years before they cross 
over to the right side of the cab and take 
hold of the throttle. I fired five years and 
it was the worst drudgery I have ever 
known. 

“Gradually through his own persistence 
and the good nature of the engineer he 
learns how to run the engine. Lots of times 
the engineer lets him run it when the fires 
are all right and a good head of steam is 
on. 

“Some day an engineer ts lacking or the 
boy is promoted and he gets an engine. 

“Tt usually is not much of an engine at 
first, but it looks awfully big and fine to the 
new engineer. 

“He runs the dinky until he gets a chance 
at a regular freight. He may stick to the 
freight e@everal years before he gets a 
passenger, and it won't be much of a pas- 
Senger either to start with—a local train 
gost likely. 


“Finally he graduates to a through or fast 
passenger engine, and he has reached the 
top in engineering. 

“When he gets his first engine. he nsualty 
begins to get fat. It is the change from

IMPRISONED IN BURNING CARS,

Engineer Rausch Wilf Never Forget the 
Cries of the Tortured Victims. 


T « locomotive engineer is subjected 


; 


B. J. Rausch, who now runs an engine on 
the New York Elevated Ratlroad, has been 
_@ locomotive engineer for nearly half a 
‘@entury. He is yet 4 fine old man, enjoys 
robust health and his eye ts yet undimmed. 

“The most disastrous wreek I ever figured 
in.” gaid Mr. Rauech, “was in March, 1883. 
I wae running on the Northern Pacific then, 
and if I live a thousand years I will never 
forget that event. 

“It was bitter cold, the thermometer reste 
Ten oF eoavene below sere. There was @ 


heavy snow on the ground and I was rua- 
ning a work train, 

“We had several cars in our train, anda 
large number of workmen were in the two 
cars immediately behind the engine. They 
were box cars fitted up for the men, and 
there were rousing coal fires in the stoves. 

“The men—there must have been nearly a 
hundred of them—were sitting around the 
stoves smoking and talking. My fireman 
and I were alone in the engine. We were 
pulling out of Sweet Briar, 8. D. . The im- 
mense amount of snow on the tracks made 
us move very slowly. 

“Just out of Sweet Briar there is a bridge 
about 2% feet high. It Is built over a small 
creek. Our engine had no more than 
crossed the bridge than it suddenly gave 
a jump. I knew the coupling had broke, 
I reversed my engine and within a few 
feet had her stopped. The fireman looked 
back before I did. 

“"*My God,’ he exclaimed, ‘the train is 
broken and two cars have gone over the 
embankment!’ 

“I Knew it was the two cars loaded with 
the workmen and was horrified, for I 
thought they all must have been killed, 

“We ran back to the bridge and de- 
scended to where the cars lay. The creek 
had fbeen frozen almost solid and ‘the 
weight of the cars did not break the ice 
through, 

“The men were imprisoned in the cars. 
The stoves were overturned and the cars 
were on fire and. were burning. fiercely. 
Though we were on a small river there was 
no water. No time was to be lost, and 
everybody went to the men’s relief, 

‘In the rear cars were a big crowd of 
buffalo hunters. They saw what had 
happened before we did. They were all 
supplied with axes, and they went to work 
with a will. In a few minutes the burn- 
ing cars were broken open with the axes 
and some of the imprisoned men dragged 
out, 

“Work as fast as we could, though, the 
fire worked faster, and eight men were 
burned to death. Fourteen more were 
frightfully maimed and burned, some of 
whom died afterward. 

“The groans and shrieks of the dying 
men I can hear yet. I hope to never see 
another such sight.” 

Mr. Rausch’s first wreck occurred in 
1851. Big trees were close alongside the 
track and woodmen were engaged in clear- 
ing. 

Mr. Rausch was on a freight noid 
which was following close behind a pas- 
senger. The woodmen did not know about 
the freight. They stopped chopping when 
the passenger was due, When it passed 
they resumed work, 

Just as Rausch’s train hove in s',ot a 
mighty oak 3 feet in diameter vegan to 
fall. Rausch saw it and reviized that an 
accident was inevitable. It was before 
the days of airbrakes, and to stop was 
impossible, 

The tree feil across the track right in 
front of the engine. It was overturned 
and several cars piled up on top of it. 
Neither Rausch nor his fireman were in- 
jured.,

R. H. Day of Roanoke, Va., has manned 
an engine since 1853. He has had many 
Startling experiences. He recalls one par- 
ticularly. 


“It was back in the seventies,” he said, 
“when I ran on the Erie railroad between 
Susquehanna and Port Gervais, a distance 
of 100 miles. There were excursions to va- 
rious points along the line during the sum- 
mer months and thousands took advantage 
of the cheap rates. The return trip was 
usually made the following day. 


“On the brjyghtiest, rosiest June morning I 
have ever seen I welcomed 200 jolly young 
people to my train. As the train rolled 
away from sleepy old Susquehanna the 
brakeman ran to me with a telegram. It 
was from the train dispatcher and read: 
‘Make all local stops on usual time.’ 

“That meant a flying run of 65 miles an 
hour. 

“The road ran along the bank of the Dela- 
ware River. A ewollen torrent from recent 
heavy rains. On.the other side rose rocky, 
precipitous bluffs. 

“As we went whizzing around a curve I 
saw a little child standing between the rails. 
He was waving a long piece of yellow rib- 
bon. 

“I thought he was waving it in Innocent 
enjoyment of the spectacle of the train rush- 
ing down toward him. I thought he would 
stand there and be ground to pieces. It was 
impogsible to stop the train, but I reversed. 

“When the train was almost upon the lit- 
tle fellow he stepped aside. 

‘As the engine rolled past him at dimin- 
ished speéa he waved the ribbon more fran- 
tically than before. Above the rattle and 
rumble of the train I heard him scream: 

“ ‘Stop or you'll be wrecked.’ 

“TIT heeded the lad’s warning and saved 200 
lives, 

“The excursionists crowded out of the 
coaches and when they heard what the lad 
had done men and women hugged him and 
kissed him tearfully. 

“While fishing In the Delaware. nearly a 
hundred feet below the roadbed a: that 
point, the little fellow saw a boulder drop 
down the cliff and bound across the rail- 
road track, breaking and twisting the rails. 

“The boy knew that a train was soon due 
from the east at Shoola station, and ran 
to give the warning, 

“He stopped and laid his ear on the rail. 
The whirring sound told him that the train 
was coming. He could not reach the station. 
Unless he stopped the train it would be 
wrecked, 

“He jerked the yellow band from his hat 
and waving it frantically ran down the 
track as the engine came around the curve. 

“But for the boy 200 people would have per- 
ished in the Delaware, and I gvess | would 
have been one of the dead.”

“I shouted, ‘My God! We are gone!’ 
There was no time to do anything. It was 
almost certain that the engine would go 
over the cliff. It was 700 feet to the bot- 
teen. By some chance, though, it turned 
its nose into the bank. It burrowed in 
till nothing was in sight but the cab, 

“Tl was found unconscious on the air 
pump. I had been thrown forward against 
the sill of the window. My stomach struck 
it and it Is black yet. 

“My fireman, Mat Flynn, was found 
back in the tank, covered with coal. He 
was only slightly bruised. 

“The section boss happened along. Ha 
ran back and stopped the stock train, 
which was running 10 minutes behind me. 
But for him the whole train would have 
gone to the bottom of the cliff. 

“There wos an operator on the train. Ha 
cut the wire and telegraphed for a wreck- 
ing train. 

“The broken rail was caused by a two- 
ton boulder rolling down over the track.”

George W. Wrightson hauled the train 
which bore Abraham Lincoln to his first 
inauguration, the one which bore him to 
Washington to take the Presidency the 
second time, and the one which bore his 
body back from Washington to Spring- 
field, Ill. 

“It fell to my lot to pull those three trains 
from Syracuse to Utica,” he said. ‘““‘Twice 
I carried Mr. Lincoln on what was &@ tri- 
umphal march. Thg second time he was 
hailed as the savior of the nation. Thou- 
sands lined the road at the stations to get 
a glimpse of the great man. Those were 
proud days for me, and you can bet I 
handled my engine with all the care possi- 
ble. It was a precious burden I was car- 
rying. 

“The third time sadness pervaded every- 
thing. Thousands lined the road again, 
but their cheers were turned to weeping 
and their smiles to tears, It was @ sad 
journey.” 

Mr. Wrightson runs one of the fastest 
trains on the West Shore Road, but in the 
38 years of his service he has never had 
an accident of any tmportance. Not a pas- 
senger on any of his trains Was ever kiiled: 
he never met with a collision, and his en- 
gine has never left the track. 

“IT can’t gay I never killed anybody, 
though,”’ he said. “My engine has killed 
plenty of perseng.ep the track.

BURIED UNDER HUGE ROCKS, 


They Had to Be Lifted Off Charfey 
Musser’s Engine With a Derrick, 


“My most exciting adventure on an en- 
gine,’’ said Charlies F. Musser, who lives 
at Roanoke, Va., and handles an engine on 
the Norfolk & Western, “was not such a 
serious accident after all. I was running 
a heavy passenger train at fairly good 
speed. Rounding a curve we bumped right 
into a train load of rocks. I did my best 
to stop my engine and jumped at the last 
moment. My fireman did the same. 

“The front of the engine was demolished 
and about a carload of rock was dumped 
into the smoke-box and over the cab. The 
stones were big and had to be lifted out 
with a crane. 

“Not a passenger on my train was hurt. 

“A friend of mine on the Norfolk & West- 
ern was killed about three weeks ago in a 
strange way. He was running a very large 
locomotive, which all but filled every tun- 
nel on the road. The dampness in one tun’ 
nel made the rails slippery and h's engine 
stalled in the middle of it. Of course he 
shut off his steam, and that made the 
pap-valve open. The steam rushed upward 
against the roof and was forced down into 
the cab, scalding my friend before he had 
time to get out. It literally cooked him 
to death. The fireman escaped by crawling 
out undcr the cars.”’ 


SEVEN MILES IN FOUR MINUTES. 


Charles Reynolds’ Train Then Struck a 
Curve and It Was Alf Over: 


Charles J. Reynolds of Chicago had his 
worst experience when he had temporarily 
left the front end and was acting as con- 
ductor of a construction train. 

It was on the Atlantic & Pacific, near 
Peach Springs, Arizona. 

“I had orders.”’ he said, “to rush seven 
cars of water and eight cars of ties from 
Willlams up to Supie. The engine which 
helped push us up let go near the summit. 
The train got started down the other side 
and got away from the engineer, Dick Vet- 
mel}, 

“‘We had no air in those days, only ‘arm- 
strong” brakes. It was 20 degrees below 
zero. The water had slopped out of the 
seven cars in front and froze up the “dogs” 
on the brakes so that they would not work. 

“The train ran seven nfiles in four min- 
utes. Then it struck a double reverse 
curve and the track spread. The engine 
went into the bank with such awful force 
that the framework was stripped from 
around the boilers, leaving them sticking in 
the bank. 


“All the crew except myself and one other 
were killed. He was terribly injured. I 
wrapped my overcoat about him and started 
back to warn another train, which wouid 
soon be due. It was before daylight. I 
ran nearly all the way up the 4% per cent 


CM grade of seven miles. Prairie wolves and 


mountain lions were howling all thetime. 
I saw that I could mot get there in time, 
but I pushed on in hopes that the train 
might be late. It was 45 minutes late and 
I got there in time.”

SAILED OVER A TELEGRAPH POLE. 


Nick Rhine's Engine Took a Notion It 
Was a Flying Machine, 


Nick Rhine. an elderly engineer from »At..- 
waukee. was on a locomotive which jumped 
the track and over an upright telegraph 
pole. 

“We were going at a good clip,” said Mr. 
Rhine, “along a high embankment. The 
engine lifted herself off the track and 
sailed away through the air in most re- 
markable fashion. How she did it I'l) never 
tell you. I know we cleared a telegraph poie 
in our flight ard that we landed all sprad- 
died out. 

‘Tl was shaken up right smart and bruised, 
but nothing serious. My fireman wasn't hurt 
much. We kadn't time to jump. Before 
we knew it, we were sailing through the 
air as gracefully as a bird,” 


ON ENGINEER NOT AN ENGINEER.

L. &. Coffin Has Done so Much For Raif- 
eoad Men That They Calf Him One. 


TL. S. Coffin Is an engineer who never 
ran an engine a foot In his life. He is an 
honorary member of the brotherhood, and 
has attended all conventions in recent 
years 

Mr. Coffin !s the man who Is responsible 
for the fact that nearly every railroad :n 
the United States Is equipped with patent 
gafety couplers, 

Mr. Coffin’s home is In Fort Dodge, Io. 
Several years ago he was appointed one 
of the Ratiroad Commissioners for that 
State. He felt that he was not appolnted 
for merely ornamental purposes and made 
a study of railroad conditions. He was 
appalled by the number of accidents. He 
wanted to know why. 

“My investigations showed."" said Mr. 
Coffin, ‘that fuily @ per cent of the acel- 
dents were due to defective couplers. In 
those days only the old link and pin de- 
vices were used. I wanted to astop these 
accidents, and in order to do it I had «a 
measure drafted and presented to the 
Jlowa Legislature requiring all the roads to 
equip their cars with safety couplers, 

“Of course the ratiroads fought the 
measure, but we got it passed and it be- 
came a law, 


I went to Washington and for four years 
I was there nearly all the time working 
for the passage of the law. It was dnafiy 
passed and the time fixed for a full com- 
pliance was Jan. 1, 18048. 

“That gave them five years to ccenply 
with the law. But the outlay Was great, 
and it was shown that business had been 
siack, so the time was extended two yeara, 

“When Jan. 1, 19800, comes around com- 
panies operating cars not supplied with »@ 
patent safety coupler, one approved by 
the authorities, will be subject to @ heavy 
fine. 

“The patent safety coupler is now almost 
in universal use and the @ per cent of 
accidents that used to occur because of the 
poor couplings has been almost elimi- 
nated.”’ 

Mr. Coffin ts also president of the Home 
for Disabled Locomotive Engineers at 
Highland Park, 11.

A STEER IN A MOUNTAIN PASS. 


It Gave 0. W. Moone and a Hundred 
“Chinks” a Bad Minute or Two. 


“In 31 consecutive years of railroad life 
I have never met with a serious accident,” 
said O. W. Moone of the Oregon Raliway 
Co., “though during that time I have had 


many hairbreadth escapes. 
“I remember one cold day plowing 


through the Blue Mountains of Oregon 
with 100 Chinese laborers on my train. 
We usually went through the rocky passes 
at moderate speed, but on that occasion I 
was forced to make double time. * 

“Maybe you can imagine how it feels to 
go rushing down a mountain incline at @ 
miles an hour, but more likely you can’t. 

“One of the chinks climbed into the cab 
and pleaded with me to stop. He said we 
were surely bound for Gaslpastiens The next 
minute I thought he had sized up the situa. 
tion about right. 


“My englae was running backward. As 
we neared the mountain base a wild steer 
leaped in front of the tender, It struck him 
and the forward trucks were thrown from 
the rails. 

“On either side of us was a deep ravine. 
I was terribly rattled for a moment, and 
couldn't see how a horrible accident was to 
be averted. The engine made a dash as 
though to plunge us all to death In the ra-

vine. My fireman, crazed with excitement, 
leaped through the window, calling back, 
‘“Good-by Otto.’ 

“The baggageman and brakeman aise 
jumped from the train. 

“We were saved by a miracle. The en- 
gine wheel struck a big plece of timber and 
the force of the collision checked it mo- 
mentarily, giving me time to reverse the 
lever. 

“The men who jumped were terribly 
maimed, but all recovered. The Chinaman

“When I saw the ewitch was open,” he 
eaid, “it was too late to stop. Straight 
ahead on the main line was a lot of railroad 
iron. I reversed, slapped the air on and 
then opened the throttle to the last notch, 
The engine leaped forward, breaking loose 
from the train. The engine went into the 
siding and was ditched. Every car of the 
train stayed on the track.”

OF POLICE THIS COUNTRY HAS 


Major Laurence Harrigan, 
after forty years in the St. 
Louis Police Department, will 
retire on May 2l.

HIS records the passing of “Old Tige” from the police De- 
partment. He is on his last official legs. Within a week Maj, 
Laurence Harrigan will retire voluntarily from the office 

of Chief of Police of St. Louls, after 40 years of service. 

Iie will enter upon a period of well-earned rest with all of his 
flags still flying. 

But retirement is opportune. The staff of office was beginning 
to waver in his crasp. Almost imperceptibly he has felt the scep- 
ter of power slipping away from him,’ His vigorous faculties and 
sirong personality have lost much of that grim alertness which 
have marked him all these years as the strongest man who ever 
presided over the destiny of police affairs in this elty, and which 
suslified the title one given to him by ex-Chief Thomas Byrnes of 
New York, as “‘the finest policeman in America,” 

Those who have never seen the old Chief of Police are familiar 
with his photograph, but they have missed contact with the most 
remarkable character the city has yet produced. 

Maj. Harrigan is a study. Standing in an attitude of repose, he 
reminds one always of a bull-dog preparing to spring. The sim- 
ile is strong and without offense, but absolutely accurate, He 
stands with one foot in advance of the other, resting upon the 
edvanced foot. His grim face, just a little forward of his body, 
is significantly immovable. His mouth is an inverted half-circle, 
the underlip protruding a little and the upper lip drawn in, giving 
the suggestion of a constant sneer and suspicion, which does the 
heart of the man rank injustice. 

Ilis small eyes, expressionless as marble when there {is business 
on hand, can look into a thief’s pocket almost as thoroughly as 
an X ray. 

Men who do not know Laurence Harrigan imagine he is cold- 
blooded because he looks it, but friends and acquaintances unite 
in praise of his sympathetic nature, his steadfastness and his 
loyalty. Hundreds of men in St. Louis to-day are going forward 
to success in all relations of life who have stood at one period of 
their lives in the hollow of Chief Harrigan’s hand. He might have 
crushed them, world without end. Instead, he put them on their 
feet, forgetting the one dark spot in their history, and bidding 
them redeem themselves. 

Chief Harrigan seemed to know a dishonest man intuitively, and 
when brought before him no amount of words ever convinced 
him that he had made a mistake. 

On one occasion a poor woman complained ‘to the Chief that a 
certain man had obtained money from her wrongfully and by de- 
ception. Harrigan listened patiently to‘the woman's story and 
sent for the man. When he entered the office the Chief looked at 
him long and searchingly. Turning to his desk he said quietly: 

“Give this woman her money.” 

“But, Maj. Harrigan, you ‘haven't heard my story. The money 
is mine.”’ , 

The Chief turned around again. There was fire in his eye, and a 
hard, metallic sound in his voice as he repeated: 

“T sald to give the woman her money.” 

“But, Chief, don’t you think this is rather hard?” 

“It is always hard for a thief to do right,’’ said the stern old 
Chief. 

The man’s face reddened. He squirmed and spluttered. But 
he took out the money and gave it to the woman, 

Harrigan was never given to publishing orders or making a dis- 
piay of what he intended to do. He wanted his subordinates to 
get promptly and quickly, and then take their time about re- 
porting it, 

Once he sent for.a Captain and said to him: 

“Burglaries in your district must be stopped, sir. They are 
beccoming strangely frequent.” 

“! know it, Chief, and we are keeping a close watch. 
“Watch! What good will that do? Catch the thieves first, and 
then you'll have daylight to watch them in.’ 

Not long ago a citizen entered the Chief's office and asked: 

“What are you’ going to do about the bookmakers: xe 

“Kun ‘em in.” 

“But the courts let them off.” 

“Yes, I know; but I’m not running the courts.” 

And he made a big raid of the bookies that very afternoon, 

On days of excitement, when the whole department appeared 
to be demoralized and frantic, Chief Harrigan shone at his 
best. When police Captains and Sergeants were dodgnig in and 
out, and detectives.at a loss for a clew, it was refreshing to step 
into Harrigan’s office and feel the atmosphere of perfect self- 
ecntrol. 

"he Chief listencd without comment to all reports, Interjecting 
only that unspellable word, “‘Umph! mph!’ and when ‘he had 
heard enough he gave several quick, sharp, decisive orders, and 
dismissed the subject temporarily from his mind, It was this 
supreme self-repose and self-reliance, which made his judgment 
better and more efficacious than that of most men, and gave to 
his pertinacity the title of “Old Tige.” 

None of his subordinates, or, for that matter, anybody eise, 
ever saw him excited. The excitement of others seemed of itseif 
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to calm him, 

When Marion Hedgepeth, the picturesque train robber, was in 
the St. Louis jail an attempt was made to rescue him. A con- 
fejerate climbed to a window and sprung the bars with a Dilly.

shape and position of the particular set of 
muscles brought into action. 

The worst feature of the matter is that 
the muscles most affected are those em- 
ployed in the mastication of food. 

The constant strain on them keeps them 
tense, and the effect is shown in the cheek 
by wrinkles and hard lines not produced 
naturally. 

The lower jaw is forced against the upper 
when a pipe stem is between the teeth, and 
all these muscles are strained, the same as 
all the nerves leading to the other fingers 
are affected by trying to bend back only 
the middle finger. 

In England, where pipe smoking is much 
more common than here, the pipe face is 
quite prevalent. 

The effect on the teeth is much more no- 
ticeable than on the face. The weight of 
the pipe accentuates the friction on the 
teeth, and in a chronic pipe smoker a little 
groove or resting place for the stem can 
usually be found on the lower row of teeth. 

A pipe stem held firmly in 
one side of the mouth usually 
twists the jaw out of shape 
and so contracts the muscles 
that in time it becomes diffi-

cult to masticate food. 

Deep grooves in the face, originating at 
the mouth and winding around the eye into 
a circular squint are unfailing signs that 
the person thus marked “‘hits the pipe’ reg- 
ularly. 

The hard stem grating continually on the 
teeth jars the nerves and gradually draws 
their fibers together. 

I should say that in some instances men 
become prematurely old-looking from smok- 
ing pipes. Apart from the wrinkles. im- 
parted to one’s countenance the pipe may 
cause serious disorders to the skin. Epithe- 
lioma, or as it is commonly known, can- 
cer of the lip, not infrequently besets pipe 
smokers. 

The stém touching the mouth produces a 
friction that is very often followed by small 
sores that, if not quickly healed, will ag- 
gravate and develop Into a serious malady. 
Paralysis of the face is a possible, but not a 
probable outcome of pipe smoking. 


There {is no doubt that con- 
tinued pibe-smoking has a pe- 
cullar effect on the shape of 
the face. It will eventually 
affect the facial expression of 
every smoker. It will bring about an ab- 
normal development of the -hundreds of 
tiny muscles that radiate from the mouth 
and are controlled by one leading cramal 
muscle, as are all sets of minor cords. 

It {Is the exercise of these muscles, pro- 
duced by the sucking movement of the 
lips, that develops them in smoking. They 
become enlarged, just the same as the hi-

ceps increase in size from regular exercise 
of the arms, 

Lying close under the skin, these facial 
muscles, which are minute affairs, make 
their development apparent by lines or 
wrinkles coming between them, as they 
puff out under the skin immediately above 
them. 

I do not think the weight of the pipe has 
much to do with the making of these 
wrinkles, but the effect is to draw down the 


corner of the mouth in which the pipe !s 
habitually held by a process similar to the 
enlargement of the muscles used in drawing 
in the smoke, 

The upper lip is constantly drawn down 


to meet the stem, the weight of which

presses the lower lip down abnormally low 
at the point of contact. 

The difference between cigar or cigarette 
smoking and the use of the pipe as regards 
the effect on the facial appearance is that 
there is not the effort put forth in drawing 


the smoke into the mouth from a cigar 
or cigarette that is required to get full sat- 
isfaction out of a pipe. 

A pipe stem will wear the teeth between 
which it is held by the constant friction, 
just the same as any other foreign sub- 
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stance would, no matter how soft the ma- 
terial used in the mouthpiece may be. 
While it will not be difficult to convince 
pipe smokers that their faces will all urt- 
dergo a change in time, I fear the effort in 
their behalf will not have much effect on

son with one side of his face 
screwed into a myriad of 
wrinkles and the other side 
smooth and even is not an agreeable sight. 

The pipe stem displaces the angles at the 
mouth and is a drawback to clear enuncia- 
tion in speaking. 

The fifth nerve, which extends from the 
mouth to the lower part of the eye, is quite 
often seriously affected, and the optic nerve 
is in danger of becoming completely para- 
lyzed. 

After smaking a pipe t.c 15 or % years 
the lower jaw begins to relax and the stifr- 
ened movement jerks the mouth out of 
@ehape. The nerves become unsteady and 
as their current ceases by degrees the 
facial muscles shrivel and shrink. 

As the habit ages, so the jaw’s muscular 


powers decrease and wrinkle after wrinkle ‘ 


follows in slow but sure succession. 
DR. G. Cancer frequently results 
from excessive pipe-smoking. 
WILEY This is due to the unnatural 
contact of the inner side of 
BROOME. the cheek with the heat and 
the other unhealthful qualities of the pipe. 
It begins as an irritation, which may be 
cured, but which more often increases and 
hardens into @ cancer. 


The reason that cancer more often de- 
velops from pipe-smoking than from cigar 
or cigarette-smoking is that the pipe is 
usually held in the same place between the 
lips and its smoke strikes the same spot 
on the wall of the mouth day after day. 

In addition to this the teeth become af- 
fected in nearly all chronic pipe smokers. 
Nearly any person who uses a pipe daily 
will find after a few years of the practice 
that he has the nicest kind of a niche cre- 
ated, partly in the upper row and partly tn 
the lower, which fits the stem of his pipe 
as snugly as though chiseled there by a 
dentist. It has mefely been worn there by 
the pipe stem for its own use, 


A man who smokes a pipe 
runs the risk of spoiling the 
expression of hig countenance. 
The constant adhesion of & 
pipe stem to the teeth grates 

on the upper nervous 
system and affects 
the nerves in direct 
contact. A 4disar- 
rangement of the or- 
bicularis oris results 
and wrinkles soon be- 
come apparent. The 
jaw on that side of 
the mouth where the 
pipe is held loses its 
flexibility and little 
lines, at first unno- 
ticeabie, creep into 
the cheek. They be- 
come larger in pro- 
portion to the 
frepuency with which

might add that the anatomy of the face is, 
in some respects, as delicate as that of the 
lungs. The question resolves itself into one 
of nerve power. Some men may smoke a 
pipe for 10 years, and if their nerves are 
powerfully strong, they will be invulnerabie 
to constitutional weakness, wrinkles and 
the thousand and one other ailments that 
wreck the physique.

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BYWAYS OF THE BRAIN. 


Some Curious and Significant Studies 
of Brain Prucesses. 

Dr. Andrew Wilson in Harper’s Magazine. 

Without the connecting structure there 
can be no exact co-operative action of the 
double brain. Now, there is ample evi- 
dence to show that deficiency of the cor- 
pus callosum has not necessarily been at- 


tended with the effects which, on the 
theory of the single nature of the brain, 
we snould have expected. In instances in 
which it was discovered after deatn that 
the connecting bridge between the hemi- 
spheres was entirely wanting, neither de- 
rangement in intellect was observed, nor 
any other abnormality of life in the way 
of movement or sensation. 

Thus, in the notable case of Bichat, one 
of the foremost anatomists of his day, 
one lobe of his brain was found markedly 
smaller than the other. He was, in fact, 
deficient in one-half of his brain, and yet 
his mental and physical life was in its 
way notably of a high order. In another 
case, reported by Cruveilhier, a man died 
in the hospital at the age of 42 years from 
heart disease. He exhibited no iauck of in- 
telligence, yet after his death it was discov. 
ered that his left brain was practically 
destroyed and replaced by a watery sub- 
stance. Another case, reported by Andral. 
was of a man who died at the age of 22. 
He had suffered from a fall when 3 years 
old, and as a result was paralyzed on his 
left side. The right half of his brain had 

ractically disappeared, so that the parts 
below this half constituted the floor for an 
empty space. Andral says of this man 
that he “had received a 0d education, 
and had profited oy it; he had a good 
memory; his speech was tree and easy: 
his intelligence was such as we should 
expect to find in an ordinary man.” 

In the ordinary working of the brain one 
half is more active than the other, and 
exercises a superiority on its neighbor lube. 
This jJobe—in ordinary persons the left, of 
course+is the cerebral master. Heredity, 
education or what we will—all the com- 
bined influences, in short, which mold 
human life—have tended, by some process 
of physiological selection, to place one lobe 
over the other in point of importance. The 
other (right) lobe is the servant of the lefi 
in a measure. Its emication has been 
neglected, and it requires the control of ite 
better cultured neighbor in order that llie« 
may be conducted in a sensible and sane 
fashion. The most hopeless cases of in- 
sanity, Wigan would have held, would be 
those in. which both hemispheres were af- 
fected.

Fights of the American navy in West Indian waters date back as far as 
1776, the year.of the declaration of independence. 

In that year the Lexington, Capt. William Hallock, was returning from 
the West Indies, loaded with powder and other military stores, when she was 
captured by the British frigate Pearl. There was such a high sea running at 
the time that the captain of the Pearl decided, after taking four or five men out 
of the Lexington, not to transfer the rest of the crew to his own ship. So he 
placed her in charge of a prize crew, with orders to foHow the Pearl. During 
the night, while the prize captain and his deck officer had gone below, the 
watchful Yankees knocked the British sailor from the tiller and the guards to 
the deck, secured the companionway against the exit of the officers, and, put- 
ting up the helm, headed away for Baltimore, where they arrived safely. 

The first real even sea fight occurred in the same year, 1776, off the western 
end of Porto Rico between the American brig Andrea Doria and the British 
brig Racehorse. It ended, after a two hours’ fight, in the surrender of the Race- 
horse. The Andrea Doria, Capt. Robinson, lost four killed and eight wounded. 

Another West India fight was still more to the glory of the young Ameri- 
can navy. The American brig Reprisal, bound for. Martinique, fell in, just 
outside of that port, with the British sloop-of-war Shark, 16 guns. The 
American promptly engaged the British vessei and fought her with such vigor 
that the Shark was compelled to haul off for repairs. 

Capt. Biddle, he of the Andrea Doria, subsequently called the Randolph, 
sailed in February, 1777, from Philadelphia for the Carribean Sea. The Ran- 
dolph carried 32 guns. Capt. Biddle, immediately upon sighting the British 
ship-of-the-line Yarmouth, 64 guns, engaged her. The engagement, which 
took place east of Barbadoes, resulted in the destruction of the Randolph, 
with all hands on board except four seamen. 

Early in 1799 and 1800 occurred the fmous battles between the American 
ship Constellation, 36 guns, Capt. Truxton, and two French frigates, Insur- 
gent, 36 guns, and the Vengeance, 52 guns while the American was cruising 
between Nevis and Kitts, at the northeast corner of the Caribbean Sea. First 
the Insurgent was encountered and captured after a determined fight of several 
hours. The next year the Constellation compelled the Vengeance to fight, 
almost at the identical spot, and after the Vengeance had sunk her flagetwice 
she slipped away under darkness of the night. 

A direct’ and necessary result of the licensing of privateers, which pre- 
vailed throughout the wars between France and England, and England and the 
United States up to the year 1815, was the development of a horde of pirates in 
the West Indies. It was not an easy task to clear the sea of the vicious horde. 
Commodore Perry, the hero of Lake Erie, was detailed to the work. He had 
the John Adams for a flagship and the Constellation, Capt. Wadsworth, and 
the Nonestch, Capt. Claxton. While his ship was entering Port of Spain, 
Trinidad Island, Commodore Perry died from fever he had contracted. 

After this little was done until 1821 to clear the West Indian waters from 


pirates. From that time on until 1824 Capt. David Porter of Essex fame broke 


up the pirates’ nests. 

The West Indian waters, however, should still be fatal to one of the most 
noted ships of the American navy, the famous old Kearsarge, which annihilated 
the Alabama on the night of June 10, 1864, off Cherbourg, France, in the Bay 
of Biscay. The old Kearsarge found her end some years ago on Roncador 
reef. in the west central part of the Caribbean Sea.

Silverthorne Objected and 
Was Killed Directly. 


SHOT BY HIS YOUNG 
BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


CHARLES SHOTTVELL HAD BEEN 
REBUKED FOR HAVING HIS 
FEET UPON THE DRESSER. 


HE HUNTED A POLICE 
STATION AND SURRENDERED. 


Dead Man Was Employed as «1 Termi- 
nal Switchman and His Slayer 
Is Employed in the Gran- 
ite City Nail Mills. 


Charles Shotwell shot and almost ingcant- 
ly killed his brother-in-law, John Silver~ 
thorne, at their home at 80 Bellefontaine 
road at 7:15 o'clock last evening. 

Three hours later Shotwell entered the 
Fifth District Police Station and surren- 
dered himself. 

Silverthorne was 45 years old. He was 
a switchman for the Terminal] Railroad. 
He married a sister of the man who killed 
him. T. B. Gillham married another sister 
and they all lived with Mrs. Kate Shot- 
well in six rooms over Joseph L. Whitta- 
ker’s grocery at Broadway and Bel - 
taine road. 

Charlies Shotwell is 2 years old and is 
employed in the American Steel Mélis at 
Granite City, ll. When he is in 8t. Louis 
he boards with his mother and sisters. 

The homicide occurred in the same block 
where old Jacob Weinand was strangled to 
death last winter. 

Yesterday was a holiday and none of the 
men were at work. Shotwell came home 
late in the afternoon. He had been drinking 
and went upstairs, The weather was warm 
and he threw up the windows and drew 
aside the curtains in a room on the Broad- 
wey side of the house. 

@ was’ alone in the room. ~His mother, 
Mrs. Kate Shotwell, and  Silverthorne’s 
two children, Katherine, aged 5, and Wayne, 
4, were on a porch on the Bellefontaina 
road side of the house. 

Gillham was in a rear room and his wife 
was in the kitchen. 

Silverthorne was in Wurst's saloon ecrcoss 
the street at 4400 North Broadway. He, too, 
had been drinking. and was in an ugly 
mood. When he stepped out of the sa- 
loon door he could look into the house 
and see his brother-in-law. Young Shot- 
well was sitting in the bedroom with his 
feet against the dresser. He was whistling 
and was making himself comfortable. 

This seemed to incense Silverthorne, for 
he went upstairs direct to where Shotwell 
was sitting. As he entered he remarked 
that Shotwell appeared to be making him- _ 
self too much at home. The young man 
repl'ed that he didn't know, and paid no 
heed to his brother-in-'aw'’a remark. S&il- 
vertherne took off his coat and vest and 
as he crossed the room and tossed the 
garments on the bed he caught Shotwell's 
feet and threw them down. This angered 
the vounerer man and a quarrel was etarted. 

Silverthorne took off one of his shoes 
and stepping toward Shotwell struck him 
on the hneud with it. Shor 
his feet and the two men grappled, 
struggied silently for a moment. Shotwell 
for his revolver and pointing ti 
at his brother-in-law fired. He 
was almost against Silverthorne when he 
pressed the trigger. The bullet pénetrated 
Silverthorne’s left breast and severed the 
main artery leading frim the heart. 

Shotwell turred and fled down the stairs. 
No one on the street saw him leave the 
house. Silverthorne followed Shotwell te 
the head of the stairs and fell. Gillham 
and his wife and Mrs. Shotvrell heard ine 
shot and ran out, They saw young Shot- 


'well running down staira with his revolver 


in his hand. But they turned thelr atten- 
tion to the dying man. Siivertherne never 
He looked helplessiy around, tried 
to speak, but could not. 

He was lifted up and placed in bed, dy- 
ing a few moments fater. A pollce- 
man called at the house and found all 
doors locked. When he finally gaimed at# 
mission the family was reticent and ft % 
with much trouble that he obtained 
statement.

The rain is of a thin, sinuous character, permeating 
the stoutest mackintosh or waterproof coat. Outdoor 
work is impossible. 

With the departure of the rain comes a damp, 
heavy, clammy moisture, permeating the air and cam 
rying with it all the germs of malaria. ‘‘While the 
temperature is scarcely ever higher than 8 degrees,” 
said Gen. Sangullly, “humidity is always in the nine- 
ties. When the rain has ceased the country, espe- 
cially on the southern coast line, !s in the condition of 
a huge swamp. Assuming a combination of unclean- 
liness, swampy ground and humid air, it is not diffi- 
cult to account for the prevalence of yellow fever.” 

The strict code of sanitation prevailing in the United 
States Army will, in the opinion of Gen. Sanguilly, be 
a sure safeguard against yellow fever save where the 
individual soldier has an inherent tendency to the 
disease.
